THE MANUTACTURE OF EGGS. 


(Pall Mall Gazette.) 


One of the San Francisco’ * 
ives am acceunt of a ape ipa 
at has arisen in that city, namel — 
in the manufacture of hen's eggs from 
inexpensive materials. The al umen 
is imitated a mixture of !phur, 
carbon and Atty matter, ebtained 
from the slaughter-houses and rén- 
\dered s'icky with mucilage. The yolk 
is made with bloed, — er of 
lime, magnesia, muriate of ammonia, 
eleic and magaric acids, and coloured 
with chreme aoe Walon The shells are 
by a blew pipe from 4 mass 
of m (plaster of paris), carbonate 
of lime and oxide of iron. After the 
shells are blown, the altumen is fo 
ip through a hole in a small end, and 
sticks to the side; then the yolk i is 
added, and after being covered with 
more of the albumen mixture the hole 
is sealed with cement; the complete 
is then “rubbed pretty smeoth 
laid aside for ae It is as- 
serted that many of these eggs 
have ‘already been shipped east for 
consumption; and as a pleasing ad- 
janct to meat from the ‘‘slink butch- 
er” they will no doubt be gratefully 
welcomed by British housekeepers in 
search of cheap = nutritious food.
